itenr f n lit rilf) of Syifinry, hii thil day 
Lo Le further considered in Committer, 
together wiUiihe peiititin frorq the Bithup 
of AuiUaiia nod certain clerffyaien uf the 
Church of IfiujUait, pointing out tuttdry 
objectiun. ggninst the measure, and pray- 
ing that the groundi of Ihete objcctioui 
may be removed. 

The necessity for aortic luch enactment 
ii alleged, in the jirraiohlc 1 f Ihe Hill, to 
■riie from the burial gruiioua within the 
city aud iis suburb) being of limited 
(Ktent, And iniuffiLienl f„r the iucrreiscd 
and increuiug pupubliui] Ihereof. To 
ineetihii eaigency, " il is intended bj her 
Mijesly the Qcebm to grant certain landi 
in the ueighbuurhood of tin city of .Syd- 
ney, fur ihe purjiiiie* of a grneral ceme 
tety, for burying the dead uf alldcnuini- 
nnliouguf religioui faith." And for tar- 
ryiug thit iutention into effect, it » pio- 
[wstHl that the land shall be '* veiled in 
iruiteei, wilh perpetual tucceniun, whu 
■hall have power to regulate the nu 
thereof, and to do and cause to be duoe 
all iuch at'ii, matlerr, and things, as wiy 
be requisite or proper for the prexrvatioji 
of such cemetery, atid all buildings and 
erection* thereon, and or ornamenting live 
groundi thereof in ■ inilible manner." 
Such trustee! lu be appointed by the Go- 
vtgtiug, with a jmwrr of revocation, 
Willi certain eifeptiona, they sic nut at 
any time to " interfere, directly or iadi* 
leclly, with the performance uf any reli. 
Bjom cercmuoics ia ihe burial uf the 
dead, according to the mage of the cum - 
mmiion to which the deceaaed may have 
belungedj ur with the original distribution 
nf the said land made ur intended to be 
made by the grant thereuf, to and ainoof^at 
if paiate and distinct religioui dt nuiti tui- 
tions or commtinioai." 

The objecliuns of the right reverend 
and reverend pelilioneri, thuugh set furth 
in lutBcjem detail, teem to amount to this 
— that the power* of their utees, and ihe 
mode of their appointment, would affurd 
no security for the in inlenauceof those 
rules and usages in regard to the inter- 
ment of the dead, to which the Church uf 
Kugland attaches importance. And while 
We do not profess lu go along with the 
objections in detail, we mtial apy that on 
the whole we think them re as unable and 
weighty, and entitled in the beat con- 
sideration of the Council. * 

The meaiurc ii intruded In be an act of 
rrraoe — tn act of royal beneficence— a 
liberal con cession 10 the scruples of cou 
science, In this spirit, therefore, should 
its prjviiiont be ihaped, to the ut- 
most extent that may be fun ml 
practicable, Thete should be nothing 
lu muse, nnnrcetnrily, Ihe .lightest 
uneaiinees fo auy of ihe partF.es whom 
Ihe measure 11 intended to benefit. The 
should be no tenihlanoe of partiality - no 
taking fiutn one clais La give to another. 
Ihe ptuttoaert think t£tl in tlieircate, 
or rallier in the cue of the Church they 
reprtieut, the Hill ii faulty in these parti 
culir*;and, fur our own part, we think 
them to far right, that the Itill dues not 
meet their uiihrs to the talent to which 
it might go without prejudice to itt otru 
main objects. 

We gathti- from Ibe 4th claim, (hat it 
it not proposed that the whole area of 
] the cemetery thuuld be Ihrown open aa a 
prMiiewnw burial-ground , fur (here is 
recognised an " original distribution" uf 
the land, " amongst separate and distinct 
religioui denominations,' lu itich a 
distribution the Church of England 
would of ruursr come in for ihe portion 
due to her great numerical superiority 
over other communions; and we are 
at a Lot* to nnderstind why her own (hare 
should not be given to hrr on her own term* 
— or at least on Lefts* which, while they 
ahould secure the faithful approptiatiou 
of the land to the purpoaei for which it 
wu> granted, would alio secure its appro 
pnai ion in the way moat congenial to the 
wishes of the grantees. Here we think 
(he Bill wanting in liberality 
we think the pelition -rt complain with 
good reason. The trustees hip it taken 
out of the hands of the 



snent of the truatees 10 appointed, without 
infringement of (he ancient usage by 
which there is art appeal to tht Ordinary 
of the place, upon all matt* is connected 
with the regulation of placet of ferial, 
and with Ibe due discharge therein of the

Now, not only do we tee nothing nn- 
rruoDiEiie, nothing iltibtral, in thil, but 
we are at a lost to find anything incom- 
patible with the purposes and intendment!

An inscription on the skull sent 
up to Sydney from Fort Phillip slates, that it 
was found in 1810, on the Lower Mumtmbid- 
gre, by Mr. Athnll T. Fletcher. It it in tome 
degree artificially patched Up. and very Imper- 
fect j (here brant; no under jaw and no lower 
inter-maiiltary bone or inciwn to tha upper 
jaw. The upper part of the frontal and 
parietal honea are alto deAcbmt, aa well as the 
sphenoid*]*. It ia laid to have been found 
bloody, and marks of gnawing teeth are visible 
round the upper pan uf it, arhieh it wanting. 
Part or the minnranUWs and ligtrnrnt* alU] 
remain attached, so that this crani urn tar from 
being fossil is quite fresh. 

(In a first inspection it secru. very ana* 
nulous, differing from the skulls of all known ' 
AfornwrnW, an;t gives us the notion of some 
bird such ss the £mu or Ostrich, which it 
owing to the breadth between the eye-orbit*, 
which are close to the mnlara of the upper law, 
and also owing to the great develoriment of the 
occiput. This last is so exleniire as to present 
somewhat the form of the akull in Man and 
other aaimiZs of the order f 7 n*iares, rather than 
the truncated occipital form of that of Jfan- 
misli* in general. 

The extreme (rat ill l y ind li^hrntw of the 
cranium and the iharpnes* of the crown* of tho 
mnlan which are only milk teeth, shew that 
the animal wai quite VoUng, if not a fret as. 
These first molars, which are three on each 
■Me, are exactly those of o young foal having 
thst fifth and subtriangular erawu between 
their inner crescent* which d uluuiudu- . the 
genus r-taat from the flaiaiRanAs and oil other 
nuadrujicds. The animal was therefore like 
die 9 l, ■ r - ■ - gmmialrorous. The msotillary bones 
are eaaelly those of a horse, and the infra— or 
bital foruiuci, is situated in Che tsau way with 
relation to the eye and jaw.
